He 
said evidence had been found against 
a student who previously had testi- 
fied before the investigators.

pected room and 
are said to have 


found several varieties 
of narcotics 


and poisons. The quantity was small 
however. 


Prosecutor Chester said he had In- 


vestigated the story previously told 
•by the student and had found that it 
was not consistent and that it did 
not check in several instances. The 
pro"?ecutor would not say when tho 
student would be questioned furthci 
or when he might be arrested.

Lino, whom he 
confessed killing with Byron Shoup, 
her brother, whose bodies he buried 
and whose heads he sealed In a con- 
crete block, by a jury Monday night, 
and sentenced to life imprisonment 


The Jury on the first ballot unani 


mously decided Lincoln was guilty, re- 
ports said. On the second the vote was 
7 to 5 that he was sane when the 
crime was committed and the third 
unanimously declared he still is sane. 
two other ballots fixed the penalty. 


No motions were made by Lincoln's 


attorneys who had asked the jury to 
find him. insane. Throughout the trial 
-iJncoln insisted he was sane at the 
time of the killings and is sane today 


Lincoln appeared calm when the 


verdict was announced and comforted 
his son John, who burst into tears. 
The state did not Indicate whether it 
expected to try Lincoln for the slaying 
of Shoup but ]>reparations werem ade 
by deputies for his transfer to the 
penitentiary at Stateville Tuesday.

sentatives of their interests in go\ ernmeni 
that could possibly be chosen. Neither of 
these men. is attempting to improve the 
lot of the American farmer by direct po- 
litical action. They offer no novel or spec- 
tacular proposals to make American agri- 
culture prosperous. Theirs is not a vote- 
getting program. It is an application of 
the maximum of American brains and 
good faith to the question. Both the presi- 
dent and his able assistant recognize the 
fact that legislation and government ac- 
tivity along limited lines may be of some 
assistance, but their plan in the mam rests 
upon the sound principle of making agri- 
culture conform to natural laws and econ- 
omy.

Senator Howell proposes to check up 


for one year the amount of mail transmit- 
ted witiiout charge 
Following this test 


he would have congress appropriate an- 
nual!} a sufficient amount to cover the cost 
of transporting all franked and govern- 
ment mail and pay for it out of a 
con- 


gressional appropriation, the same as any 
other public charge. This is a correct 
law. 


The use of the franking pihilege should 
not be a charge confined to mail users It is 
a charge against the entire country, ine- 
spectn e as to what extent it uses the mails 
This is so because the franking pruilege is 
for purely political purposes and is em- 
ployed to reach the public at large Just as 
it is wrong to rpquue water users in a city 
to paj the cost of furnishing water for 
public purposes such as fire protection 
etc.. 
which is a proper charge against all 


taxpayers so the ro^t ofhaudlmgfreemail 
should be assessed tu Jbc countrv ;s a 
whole 
Bv no process of reasoning should 


those w.ho pav for mail "PIMPC b^ ria<l« to 
pay an additional sum to maintain free 
mail as a necessary publn service or as a 
perquisite of politics 
If congress, more- 


over had to appropriate a < onsiderable 
sum like 512 UUO HiX) annually 1o pa> 
for free mail this would expose the abus- 
es to public notice and undoubtedly force 
congress to cut the franking privilege to 
the minimum and to bring these chaiges 
rf-ithm something like legitimate bounds. 
It would also put an end to the ag.tahon 
to increase postal rates on vaiious c'< t^ses 
of mail that are at least sustaining, but
